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Nation’s Leaders Join 
In Mourning Death of 
Dr. Cyrus Adler, 74

PHILADELPHIA—Dr. Cyrus Ad- 


ler, “the grand old man of Ameri- 
can Jewry,” died Sunday night at 
his home, 2041 North Broad street, 


at the age of 76 after suffering for 
a long time from a complication of 
ailments. 


While Jewish and non-Jewish 
leaders throughout the country 
joined in paying tribue to Dr, Ad- 
ler, private funeral services were 
held here on Tuesday. The Ameri- 
can Jewish Committee published a 
resolution of mourning in Tues- 
day’s New York Times and Herald 
Tribune. 


His activities extend into almost 
every field of constructive Jewish 
enterprise. He was president of the 
American Jewish Committee, the 
Jewish Theological Seminary of 
America and Dropsie College in 
Philadelphia, an officer of a host of 
scholarly organizations, editor of 
several Jewish scholarly publica- 
tions and author of a number of 


books. 


Dr. Adler believed to the last 
that despite the unprecedented 
plight of the Jews in Europe, 
Jewry would survive the present 
crisis. He frequently warned Jews 
against “suffering themselves to 
acquire an inferiority complex by 
the constant impact of the stream 
of hatred and propaganda directed 
against them.” 


“We cannot muster armies,” Dr. 
Adler said in a statement on his 
seventy-fifth birthday, “we cannot 
build navies and we cannot com- 
pete with the air fleets of the 
world, but by the study of the 
Bible, our history and our litera- 
ture, we can build a citadel in our 
own hearts which none can con- 
quer.” He held an abiding faith 
that “mankind will rid itself of the 
aberrations now afflicting a part of 
the earth. Neither Alexander nor 
aesar nor Napoleon lasted, and 
their many imitators of modern 
times will not last either.” 


Dr. Adler was born on Sept. 13, 
1863, in Van Buren, Ark., the son 
of Samuel Adler and the former 
parah Sulzberger. He was edu- 
ated at the University of Penn- 
Bylvania, Johns Hopkins Univer- 
sity and the Hebrew Union College. 
His early training was in edu- 
ation and he served successively 
Bs fellow, instructor and associate 
in Semitic languages at Johns 
Hlopkins; librarian and assistant 
secretary of the Smithsonian In- 
stitution, and curator of archaeol- 
Sy at the United States National 
Mluseum. He was a former presi- 
lent of the American Oriental So- 
lety and of the American Histori- 
‘ Association, which he founded. 
e Adler also was a founder of the 
ewish Publication Society and su- 
Pervised that body’s monumental 
Tavslation of the Bible.

“He has 
sent me a letter that comforted me 
greatly and that has made me very

that “Sidney died in active service 
in the struggle against the oppres- 
sor of your people and mine.”

OW to observe Passover is going to present a 
difficult problem to Indianapolis busjness men 
this year.

Jewish War Vets Praised for “A. Cohen, Ameri- 
can,” Incident by The Jewish Ledger and Dr. 
Samuel Margoshes—On many occasions we have 
found items in the writings of Dr. Samuel Mar- 
goshes, the editor of “The Day,” the great Yid- 
dish daily in New York, with which we did not 
agree, and often have we expressed our disagree- 
ment. All the more are we pleased, therefore, to 
to able to refer to something written by Dr. 
Margoshes with approval. In a recent column in 
his newspaper, he reported that while traveling 
in a New York subway, he picked up a card which 
looked suspiciously like a piece of anti-Semitic 
literature. It was poorly printed on poor paper, 
and looked like the characteristic anti-Semitic 
throw-away. However, he picked it up and read 
it, and this is what he read: 

A. COHEN, AMERICAN 

I am an American of the Jewish faith. My 
name is Abraham Cohen, which is as American 
as Murphy, Salvatore, Brzezowski or Schmaltz. 

I am opposed to Communism and Fascism. 

I have as much legal and moral right to live 
here, and to enter upon and advance in a trade, 
business or profession as any one of the Catholic, 
Protestant or Mohammedan faith, as much right 
as an American whose parents or grandparents 
were born in Ireland, England, Poland, France, 
Germany or Italy. (More than the last two, pos- 
sibly, as so many of them pledge first allegiance 
to Hitler or Mussolini instead of to America— 
whereas I have but one possible allegiance.) 

If any other Jew becomes a swindler, thug or 
Communist, it is no special concern of mine— 
except that, as an American, I do not like to see 
any other American do these things. 

I do not feel personally responsible for the in- 
dividual acts of any other persons of my faith— 
any more than do the Italians for Capone, Musica 
or Petrillo; the Germans for Hauptmann. 


I intend to go along exercising the right, privi- 
leges and responsibilities of an American. I do 
not have to ask anybody’s permission, nor must 
I apologize for anything. And if anyone tries to 
stop me, I’ll fight him! 

ABRAHAM COHEN. 


The Jewish War Veterans acknowledged them- 
selves as sponsors of this letter. 


He added, then, something which is significant. 
We quote: 

“The Jewish War Veterans are to be congratu- 
lated on their new device of fighting anti-Semitism 
in the United States. Until now the literature 
produced by Jewish organizations interested in 
combatting anti-Semitism has been too highbrow 
and hardly accessible to the masses of the people. 
Books or even learned pamphlets can hardly be 
expected to be read by the average American. 
Surely they are not intellectual fare for the sub- 
way voyager. The anti-Semites understood this 
and that is why they fought us mainly with 
throw-aways that one can read as he runs or as 
the subway runs.

Suggestions For Coming Elections 


. ELECTION time drawing near for most Jewish organizations, 

some thought might be given to adding more democracy to the an- 
nual procedure. Although there might be nothing undemocratic about 
the stereotyped arrangement where the nominating committee reports a 
slate and some member of the audience moves that one vote be cast for 
the entire group and that nominations be closed, or any other of the 
many variants of the same procedure, there certainly are none of the 
features which sets apart this arrangement from anything one wishes to 
call it—dictatorship, autocracy and in some cases plutocracy. 

In every constitution where there is stipulated a nominating com- 
mittee, there should be included a clause which makes it mandatory for 
that committee to bring in at least two choices for every office. In every 
constitution where there is stiuplated that nominations other than that 
brought in by the nominating committee must be made in writing such 
and such a time before the election, that arrangement should be changed 
to permit nominations from the floor. 

If the objection to two slates is that ill-feeling is caused by heated 
elections, then this paper would suggest that three slates be brought 
in so that more heat can be generated. What is an election if it is not a 
selective process, and how can there be selection if there is not at least 
two persons to choose from? 

Bring the elections back to the place they deserve, back to the mem- 
bership, and tear them away from any ruling hierarchy. 


Prayer Still Unfulfilled 


F YOU LIVED in Palestine this Passover under the benign rule of 

the Empire which is prepared to renounce the mandate and which 
has already scuttled the Balfour Declaration, would you recite the 
Haggadah line, “Hashonah haboah berushalyim’? For, after all, 
in repeating the wish year after year, Jews have meant not merely a 
temporary visit to a Jerusalem in the hands of another but a repatria- 
tion to the Jerusalem of the Jews. So even if you resided in Jerusalem, 
would you consider the age-old wish fulfilled, or would you continue 
to recite the prayer, in the hopes that soon your home would really be 
the Jewish home and the prayer in its full content answered for once 
and all. 


No Moses In Weizmann or Kaufmann 


If something we haven’t got is more precious than that which 
we have, then certainly Passover’s lesson of freedom should strike a 
responsive chord in Jews in almost any land on the face of the earth. 
Jews might take heart from Passover’s lesson but definitely there 
doesn’t seem to be much of a vestigial remnant of Moses in a Chaim 
Weizmann or an Edgar Kaufmann.

Not in the abstract, but in the 
concrete? What specifically does 
it mean to you who read these 
words? Is it merely a state of 
non-enslavement physically? Is it 
a mental or even, forgive the use 
of a misunderstood word, a spirit- 
ual state? If so, what does it con- 
note? For you as a Jew? The 
right to be whatever you want to 
be? The right to be free of Jewish 
obligations? The right to act any 
way you please whether it furthers 
or hinders Jewish survival and 
creativity? Or has it nothing at 
all to do with the above considera- 
tions ? 


I know what freedom meant in 
the past for that is one subject 
on which Jewish tradition left no 
doubt. And since I feel that tradi- 
tion is one of the great reposi- 
tories of truth and the source of 
unfailing guidance, I imagine it 
would be well to examine that tra- 
dition for some enlightenment. 


Freedom to our forbears meant 
a dual state: a physical and a 
spiritual status. The first is ob- 
vious. Being subservient to the 
will of others, being compelled to 
give the labor of hands or mind 
with no control over the rewards 
for such labor, being a marketable 
product like cattle or machines, 
this is the sign of physical en- 
slavement. There can be no physi- 
cal freedom in such a case. The 
second is not quite so obvious or 
so clear. It has to do with more 
subtle matters, the right to think, 
act, believe, speak, worship, love 
and even hate in accordance with 
the dictates of one’s conscience and 
more important with the dictates 
of the group conscience, which we 
cal] law. This requires some ex- 
plaining.

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should like music any better than 
murder. If we lived in a savage 
society we should undoubtedly pre- 
fer murder, and consider it highly 
proper. Our standards of values 
likewise are thus shaped. We 
grow up into a social group whose 
ideas of right and wrong are there 
for us to accept, and in most cases 
we accept them unthinkingly. It 
saves time and energy; to do 
otherwise would require great 
courage and often great sacrifice. 
Now it happens that by and large, 
since mos: of us are willing to 
accept rather than to battle, and 
since our lives are molded _ by 
elders who want us to accept, we 
turn out in the general pattern set 
for us. Once that has happened 
we think it a mark of freedom to 
act, believe, speak, worship, love 
and hate in accordance with the 
ways of our sccial group. We take 
that, rightly, as the first mark of 
spiritual freedom. The dictaies of 
conscience are mostly the dictates 
of the group conscience which it 
has crystallized into “law.” To 
our forefathers whose “law” was 
divine, and really judged by any 
standards it is as near divine as 
man has been able to reach, the 
only freed m ‘hey sought, spirit- 
ually, was the freedom to obey 
that law Certainly for a Jew, 
that is the distinctive mark of 
freedom. 


new the story of Pesach is very 

interesting in itself. The Rab- 
bis have elaborated the story fur- 
ther, giving their unique interpre- 
tations which have enriched an 
already rich group memory. On 
one point they all agres, Israel 
was’ enslaved cn!y physically. 
Spiritually they were alrcady free. 
Otherwise God would not have 
bothered freeing them from phys- 
ical bondage. They were fit for 
redemption because they had re- 
fused to give up the core of that 
way of life and law that was dis- 
tinctly Jewish. Many are the 
stories they relate as to how the 
Jews outwitted the Egyptians who 
wanted to subdue their spirit and 
group allegiance, their social con- 
science. They were stating a pro- 
found truth—unless the people is 
spiritually prepared for redemp- 
tion, physical freedom is also im- 
possible. 


They tell us a most peculiar and 
revealing story in the Midrash. 
(Vayikra Rabba 32)-.We read: 
“Rav Huna in the name of Bar 
Kappara: Because of 4 things the 
Jews were found: worthy of being 
freed from bondage in Egypt: 
Because they did not change their 
names, or their language, they 
were not guilty of gossip and 
slander, and there was not one 
among them guilty of family im- 
purity (sexual immorality).” The 
Midrash then goes on to describe

grovesque human beings; yet some 
of the experiences of rabbis sent 
by the Jewish Chautauqua Society 
to speak at small colleges in out- 
lying towns where the Jewish 


each of the four. They retained 
their names Reuben, Simeon, etc., 
and did not take foreign names like 
Rufus, Julianus, etc. They did not 
change their language. Abraham 
was called the Hebrew. The God 
of Israel is called the God of the 
Hebrews. And when God spoke to 
Israel it was in Hebrew. They were 
not slanderers or informers. The 
command of Moses was kepi secret 
for 12 months and not a Jew gave 
the group away. And not one 
among them broke the laws of 
family purity and sexual morality. 
There was one such case and she 
is mentioned with scorn that cast 
its shadow on her family and her 
tribe. 

The moral of the Midrash is per- 
fecitly clear. It illumines the Rab- 
biniec idea of spiritual freedom. A 
change of name is more than a 
mere trifle. The change from Jo- 
seph, Reuben, etc., to Mortimer 
Franklin, etc., is more than merely 
a juxtaposition of letters. It be- 
speaks a change in attitude, a 
change in outlook, a change in feel- 
ing that subsumes a good portion 
of all group thought life. A Moshe 
or a Deborah will less likely be 
plagued by a desire to pass which 
is the plague of many an Ameri- 
can Jew. It is tempting to pass 
under the annonymity of some defi- 
nitely non-Jewish name. The choice 
of such obvious non-Jewish names 
(and so often non-euphonious to 
boot) is psychologically interest- 
ing as a characteristic of modern 
Jewish parents. The disdain shown 
by parents for a good Jewish name, 
unmistakable and pure, bespeaks a 
subtle fear that is disquieting. 
Clancy and Patrick give one a solid 
assurance of honesty. There is

The Jewish Chautauqua Society 
sends speakers to universities in 
all parts of the country to lecture 
on Jewish life and culture, the pur- 
pose of which is to supply the cor- 
rect information to college stu- 
dents and to members of university 
faculties about Jews, Judaism and 
the Jewish contribution to civiliza- 
tion. One rabbi, sent by the Jew- 
ish Chautauqua Society to visit a 
small school in North Carolina for 
a public address on highlights in 
Jewish history and for classroom 
talks on Jewish literature, reported 
that on the drive over to the col- 
lege he picked up one of the stu- 
dents. 


“Anything special on the calen- 
dar for the coming week?” asked 
the rabbi. 


“Yea,” came the reply. “Some 
little ol’ Jew-boy is gonna give 
us a speech on Tuesday night.” 

Before the trip was over, the 
rabbi introduced himself to the as- 
tounded student as the speaker for 
Tuesday night and for the remain- 
der of the drive was plied with 
questions about Jews, Judaism, and 
world history from the days of 
Jesus to the present. 


Arriving at the college, the rabbi 
was pulled into a classroom by an 
enthusiastic professor, who burst 
out with, “I heard you had a 
hitch-hiker a good bit of the trip. 
Smith (the student) phoned me as 
soon as you dropped him off in 
town and begged me to allow him 
to come to my Tuesday morning 
class. He said, ‘a Jew rabbi’ and as 
swell a guy as any Christian had 
picked him up in the afternoon and 
said he was to speak to my Eng- 
glish classes and to give the lec- 
ture on Tuesday night.”

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No, Jewish girls, except in rare 
instances, don’t ask too much. 
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They are willing to start from the 
bottom rung, is the word of one 
of our prettier young Jewish 
women of the community. 


O JEWISH girls want too much from mar- 

riage. Forget it, brother, forget it! You may 
know spoiled Jewish girls who want too much 
(alas, Jewish parents spoil their children more 
often than not) but not all Jewish girls want 
too much nor do the vast majority. Why, even 
the pretty darlings whose parents have lavished 
every conceivable luxury upon them, have been 
known to turn their backs on King Midas’ 
lures and follow a course of love and mar- 
riage which offers only a minimum of material 
comfort. 


There is one type of Jewish girl, however, 


who richly deserves your contempt. We can 
eliminate her in one short paragraph. Poor, 
misguided child! It’s not her fault, really. It is 


the fault of her parents, and oh, how Jewish 
parents fail to see their children as they really 
are, imperfections and all. She’s the girl whose 
parents have drilled into her from infancy that 
simply because she is her perfect self she 
should have an unusually fine husband, who 
will support her in la style grande for the rest 
of her natural life. Regardless of how little 
she has to bring her marriage in the way of 
intelligence, personality, capable management, 





and the thousand and one other qualities that 
go to make up a good wife, she will become 
the demanding, parastic woman that you are 
afraid of. And rightly so. Flee from her as 
you would from a hurricane for she will en- 
snare you if she can. 


And, if you don’t mind, we will literally shun 
her masculine counterpart. He is the Jewish 
young man whose worshipping parents have 
convinced (and it didn’t take much convincing) 
that no girl is quite good enough for him. When 
he marries, he must have a beautiful, talented, 
charming and wealthy girl. 


“Only the best”—psychology seems to be un- 
duly prevalent among Jewish people. We must 
face it wherever it exists. It’s the kind of 
thinking that makes a Jewish young man hesi- 
tate to take out a Jewish girl for an inexpensive 
evening of fun when he can’t afford the fanfare 
of an exclusive night club. It’s the sort of 
devilish, neurotic pride and conceit that makes 
both Jewish young men and girls appear to 
be “snooty.” Yet, it’s a mistake to allow it to 
interfere with normal good times and social- 
izing among Jewish young people. 


For every Jewish girl whose show off tend- 
encies make it essential that she be seen 
only in the most expensive places of entertain- 
ment, there are ten Jewish girls who would 
jump at the opportunity of spending a pleasant 
evening in entertaining masculine company 
sans fuss, fury and whirlwind dance music. 
For every girl whose “duchess” attitude de- 
mands that she be given a week’s notice in 
advance of a date, there are a dozen who will 
understand the inevitable last-minute appoint- 
ment and accept, and for every girl who thinks 
a third date means serious intentions, there are 
hosts of Jewish girls who are willing to be good 
companions for the sake of companionship. 


Strange as it may seem to the Jewish young 
man indoctrinated with “how great am I” and 
“only the best for me” ideology, not every

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as a factor that the young couple 
considering marriage must face. 
Either keep up, or be cast aside. 
Keep up, or lose your friends. 

The young Jewish fellow, sincere- 
ly anxious to marry and establish 
a home, sums up the demands made 
by the girl, her parents and the 
community and, not having a mint 
at his disposal, decides to forego 
the blessings of matrimony. 

If heritance or some other source 
should have provided the young 
man with enough money so that he 
is one the rare few who can afford 
the luxury of a wife, there iz anoth- 
er hazard he considers carefully be- 
fore making any vows. This is the 
problem of the in-laws, and particu- 
larly the mother-in-law, who quite 
frequently may be a whole bundle 
of problems by Ferself. 

There is nothing in the religious 
or civil marriage ceremenies that 
says a man, when he marries a girl, 
marrying her mama, her 
papa, her sisters, brothers, maiden 
aunts and second cousins. A man 
may be blindly in love with a gir! 
and still think her family a group 
of pests of the first water. But the 
in-laws, quite frequently, assume 
that in marrying the daughter, the 
man has forfeited all his rights as 
a human being. Quite often he has. 

These in-laws—again, particular- 
ly mama—never seem to understand 
the young couple is capable of liv- 
ing without in-law _ supervision, 
Once Beatrice has the man hooked, 
her whole family starts in to make 
him over, from deciding his busi- 
ness career to selecting his socks.

The Medical School this year has an enrollment of 324, of whom 
seventeen are Jewish—5.2 per cent of the’ enrollment. For the school 
vear of 1938-1939, the schoo] had an enrollment of 329, with twenty 
of them Jewish—6 per cent. 

There is no reason to assume that the percentage of Jewish stu- 
dents next year, or the year after, will be higher than this year. The 
trend is down, not up. On a 6 per cent basis, Jewish students would 
have less than eight representatives in a freshman class of 125. Not 
a very rosy picture for the fifty hopefuls at Bloomington. 

Officials of the Medical School have a ready explanation why so 
many Jewish applicants for admission are disappointed: Most of the 
Jewish applicants are from the East, and are denied admission because 
preference is given Indiana applicants. 


OWEVER, Jewish students make up a healthy percentage of those 
preparing to wage war on “pink toothbrush.” 





Only 1.9 per cent of the total—Jewish and non-Jewish—enrollment 
want to be dentists, but 7 per cent of the Jewish students (combined 
Bloomington-Indianapolis, enrollment, estimated at 287) have decided 
on that career. 

The School of Dentistry this year has 116 students, of whom twenty, 
cr 17.2 per cent are Jewish. 

Rabbi Perley thinks that many of the fifty students preparing for 
Medical Schocl will switch to dentistry instead, when they find them- 
selves unable to gain admission to medical schools. Officials at the 
school in Indianapolis, however, think this isn’t likely. 

Law as a career attracts only 2.4 per cent of Indiana students, but 
4.4 per cent of the Jewish undergraduates want to gain their livelihood 
wrestling with terts and abstracts. Of the men Jewish students, 5.7 per 
cent are in the law school. One embryo Portia is included in the group 
of Jewish co-eds. 

The Law School has an enrollment of 146, of whom ten are Jewish. 
The Eastern students do not care for law, the ten Jewish law students 
being mostly native sons, who may be preparing for political careers. 

Combined, the Schools of Medicine, Law and Dentistry have 730 
students—12 per cent of the entire student body. By comparison, ap- 
proximately 18 per cent of the Jewish students seek their destinies in 
these three fields. 

Jewish students, making up 4.4 per cent of the student body, com- 
prise 7.1 per cent of the enrollment of the three professional schools. 

It should be borne in mind that the two preceding paragraphs deal 
only with students actually enrolled in the three professional schools, 
and do not include some 45-55 Jewish student engaged in pre-medical 
or pre-dental work. If these hopefuls were included, the Jewish doctor- 
dentist-lawyer curve would sky-rocket. 

Last year, The Kentucky Jewish Chronicle, associate publication of 
The Post, made a similar study of occupational choices of Jewish stu- 
dents at the University of Louisville, the Nation’s oldest municipal uni- 
versity. Here are some comparisons: 

For the school year of 1938-1939, Jewish students made up 4.33 
per cent of the total enrollment of 4,341 at the Louisville school. This 
group—almost the identical Indiana percentage—made up 5.6 per cent 
of the Medical School, 16 per cent of the Dental School and 8.2 per cent 
of the law school. 

Last year 32 per cent of the Jewish undergraduates at Louisville 
were enrolled in the three professional schools. This year, at Indiana, 
18 per cent of the Jewish students are in these schools. 

At Louisville, over a five-year period from 1934 to 1939, Jewish stu- 
dents making up an average of 5.6 per cent of the students, comprised 
11.3 per cent of the three professional schools. 

At least a partial explanation of the apparently top-heavy figures 
at Louisville, as compared with Indiana, is found in the fact that the 
professional schools are, relatively, larger at Louisville. While total 
enrollment at Louisville is almost 2,000 under that of Indiana, the 
professional schools at Louisville have substantially the same enroll- 
ment as those at Indiana.

Whatever the merits of the argument, the vocational counsellors 
think they have found the solution to what they term a very, very 
serious problem. Their solution—if it proves to be one—is the lusty but 
still creeping infant called Vocational Guidance.

Vocational guidance is a _ rela- 
tively new science, but a changing 
—and sometimes sickly—economy 
is making it an increasingly im- 
portant one. And the Jewish voca- 
tional counsellor, faced with a 
thousand ramifications that don’t 
apply to non-Jews, is becoming a 
familiar figure on the American 
Jewish scene. He it is who, faced 
with an apparently contracting de- 
mand for workers, hopes to steer 
Jewish youth into fields that offer 
the maximum of opportunity with 
the minimum of discrimination, 


So far, Jewish youth hasn’t ex- 
actly set any speed records in 
availing itself of this new science 
that seeks to keep a_ potential 
Grade A draftsman from turning 
up as a disillusioned and unsuc- 
cessful doctor. At least that is true 
at Indiana University, where a 
double-barrel load of guidance is 
available to any Jewish student for 
the asking. 


First of all, the university itself 
has this year, for the first time, a 
pregram of vocational education 
and guidance. It’s a part—a dis- 
tinct phase—of a new campus ac- 
tivity known as “Student Guid- 


ance,” 


Student guidance, operating un- 
der the direction of square-jawed 
but mild-mannered Dr. Herman T. 
Briscoe, chairman of the chemis- 
try department, is a sort of multi- 
plied-by-fifty dean, or father-con- 
fessor, to the undergraduates. The 
student who has any sort of diffi- 
culty can go to Student Guidance 
for help, just as they would go to 
the dean of men or dean of wom- 
en. The difference is that Student 
Guidance, being fifty faculty mem- 
bers instead of just one dean, can 
and will take the student’s troubles 
apart, subject them to all sorts of 
scientific research, and maybe end 
the studcnt’s difficulties once and 
for all. 


A majer phase of Siudent Guid- 
ance is the problem of vocational 
choice. Dr. Briscoe’s personal opin- 
ion is that the best work is not so 
much guidance as education—giv- 
ing the student information on 
what occupations offer opportuni- 
ties, and then letting the student 
decide for himself. In his own field, 
chemistry, Dr. Briscoe points out 
that there is a demand for secre- 
taries who have also a thorough 
knowledge of chemistry. A _ girl 
who will secure both a knowledge 
of chemistry and a training as li- 
brarian can be pretty sure of a 
good job, Dr. Briscoe declares. 


Dr. Briscoe says students daily 
are becoming more conscious of 
the necessity for choosing their 
occupations on some mre sound 
basis than parental preference or 
blind chance. Particularly is this

Rabbi Perley is 
ready to consult wich students who 
seek an intelligent solution to the 
problem cf vocational choice. But, 
the rabbi says, students make little 
use of this service. He recalls oc- 
casi: nal interviews as, for instance, 
the refugee student from Czecho- 
slovakia who found that he lacked 
money to take the medical course 
for which he was preparing. Rabbi 
Perley showed him the possibility 
in an allied line—veterinary medi- 
cine. 


The work choices of Jewish stu- 
dents at Indiana are far from be- 
ing an altogether gloomy picture. 
extcnt bal- 
ance the “crowding” in the three 
professional The first of 
these is that the Jewish students 
are intcresied in a fairly broad 
field of activity other than the 
medicine-law-dentistry cycle. The 
se.ond is the fact that there are 
apparently few “aimless drifters.”

ness. Many of these business stu- 
dents, Rabbi Perley thinks, will 
return home to go into their fath- 
er’s firm, but others will seek in- 
dependent employment. 


Some twenty-five students, most- 
ly girls, are enrolled in the School 
of Education. Not all of them are 
looking forward to careers as 
ieachers in public schools, but ex- 
pect to teach in specialized capaci- 
ties. 


Ten boys are majoring in chem- 
istry; ten or fifteen are studying 
jcurnalism; two or three girls are 
going into library work. A couple 
of girls expect to take up radio 
dramatics. 

This leaves only a comparative- 
ly small number of students who 
are classified only as “Arts and 
Science.” 

Indiana co-eds are defended by 
pleasant Mrs. Kate Hevner Muel- 
ler, dean of women, as becoming 
increasingly scientific in selecting 
careers. Even girls who definitcly 
expect to marry after leaving 
school use a great deal of care in 
selecting courses that will prepare 
them for careers as mothers and 
homemakers, Mrs. Mueller says. 
Girls are rapidly freeing them- 
selves of undue parenial influence 
in determining their occupational 
choices, she thinks. 


LAME for much _ occupational 

maladjustment of Jewish youth 
is laid by Rabbi Perley at the door 
of doting parents who too fre- 
quently see budding Ehrlichs or 
Cardozas in offspring who might 
better take up plumbing. He likes 
to tell the slightly frayed story of 
the Jewish home which the stork 
has just blessed with a baby boy: 


“He’s a bright young boy,” the 
admiring visitor declared. “What’s 
he going to be when he grows up— 
a lawyer or a doctor?” 

So scrious is this problem of 
kindly but far from sound paren- 
tal influence that Rabbi Perley 
thinks it may be necessary to fur- 
nish vocational education to the 
parents, rather than to the youth. 


Whether the Indiana students 
who make up the medicine-law- 
dentistry group have chosen wise- 
ly is something only time will tell. 
If they have made the right move 
in eniering these professions, rath- 
er than becoming sign painters or 
farmers or architects, they will 
make the vocational guidance ex- 
perts look awfully silly. Unfortu- 
nately for the students, weight of 
studied opinion indicates that they 
are letting themselves in for large 
loads of grief. 

They do show one very definite 
fact: Vocational guidance may 
have a lot of possibilities, but is 
still in its swaddling clothes. 


They still want to be doctors.

life. That story is thrillingly told 
in the Bible and most of us are ac- 
quainted with it.

and work. High pressure proponents of a “big- 
ger and better Terre Haute” tell you that he 
ws the key figure in forming the Terre Haute 
Foundation, organized to bring more industry 
and more payrolls to the city. 


Boy Scout executives heap lavish praise on 
his long, patient work with the youth of the 
community. A woman prominent in the city’s 
musical life says the two refugee German boys 
given a home by the Blumbergs “have been an 
inspiration to all the boys of the city.” 


A young Jewish fellow, just starting his busi- 
ness career, assures you simply that “Ben 
Blumberg is one of the old Jewish Prophets, 
set down on earth in 1940.” 


HERE is no Horatio Alger, rags-to-riches 

story in Ben Blumberg’s career. That chron. 
icle would have centered around his father, 
Max Blumberg, who, in the 1880’s, came to 
Terre Haute as a refugee from European op- 
pression, ran a small capital in jewels up to a 
string of shops extending from Pennsylvania 
to Texas, then put the earnings into extensive 
purchases of Terre Haute real estate. That 
was the found:tion of the Blumberg business 
interests of today. Presumably, Ben has added 
considerably to the holdings, although business 
men will tell you he is likely to show more in- 
terest in a new tree for his farm than in a 
business deal involving boxcar number figures. 


Neither can you write the story of Ben Blum- 
berg in terms of titles and official positions. 
To say that he is president of this or that 
organization, director of another, secretary of 
a third would be like pointing to a wave at 
Honolulu and another at Guam and saying, 
“Here is the Pacific Ocean.” 


And just as definitely, you cannot sum up 
Ben Blumberg on an adding machine—neat 
rows of figures showing so many thousands of 
dollars given to this hospital, other thousands 
to another movement. His charitable gifts over 
a period of years probably would add up to an 
astronomical sum, but the gifts were made so 
quietly there is no carefully tabulated total 
aviilable. Anyway, the total isn’t important— 
Mr. Blumberg is a wealthy man, and it probably 
kas worked no great hardship on him to give 
money. Terre Haute people are appreciative 
of the money he has given to benefit the 
city, but they like him, respect him for quali- 
ties that are apart from his money. 


To tell the story of Ben Blumberg, you hy 
to teil about these things, too: The peopk 
particularly the non-Jewish people—with wh 
he lives and works in Terre Haute; his fami 
and his farm, 


RADUATING from what is now Wiley Hi 

School in Terre Haute, Ben went on to] 
Pauw University, where he was a member 
Phi Kappa Psi fraternity. A law degree f 
the graduate law school of University of 
cago was the next step, then he returned 
Terre Haute, not to hang out his shingle inp 
ate practice, but to handle the legal work 
his father’s extensive enterprises. 


That was some twenty-five years ago, 
Mr. Blumberg started right out on a ca 
of civic service that is called “a challenge 
others of the community.”

tist Church thinks him “. . . very appl 
able, unassuming; an all ’round good fellow 
a fine citizen keenly interested in the wé 
of the community.” 
















A leader in the Boy Scout movement, 
C. Wood likes the “gracious” way in whit 
Blumberg does his “good deed daily;” 
Blumberg is so gracious in the way he 
things—never see him shoved out in# 
The public never even hears of many af 
good things he does.” 
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And Harvey Clark, who works for Mr. Blumberg as manager of 
several units in the Blumberg business set-up, says he is a “wonderful 
fellow, very thoughtful and considerate. However,” Mr. Clark added, 
that “when he gets it into his head that some community job needs 
doing, and he wants to get the job started—then he’s worse than a 
guilty conscience.” 

The amazing variety of activities to which Mr. Blumberg has given 
his money and time is limited only by the number of projects Terre 
Haute has undertaken. From Red Cross work—he was chairman of the 
Vigo County Chapter for many years—down to smoke abatement, he has 
taken them all in his stride. 

The State Teachers’ College needed a new Student Union building, 
but first had to secure the ground to build it on. Mr. Blumberg put 
his shoulder to the wheel; the building went up. 

Then there was the Public Health Nursing Association. After all, 
you can’t do much nursing without some sort of headquarters. Mr. 
Blumberg solved that problem, too: He took the old family homestead, 
remodeled it and presented it to the Nursing Association as a tribute 
to his mother, Mrs. Theressa Blumberg. 

His mother was for many years active in the work of the Union 
(Protestant) Hospital. When she died, Mr. Blumberg succeeded her as 
a member of the board of directors. 


EPRESENTATIVES of some twenty community groups make up the 

Civic Council in Terre Haute, serving as a clearing house and co- 
ordinating agency for activities of the various clubs. It was this group 
which several weeks ago inaugurated what is to be an annual event— 
public recognition of outstanding community service. 

Ben Blumberg, the “private in the rear rank,” was the man selected 
for this honor. Officially, the citation proclaims him “Terre Haute’s 
most useful citizen for 1939.” The formal award will be in the form 
of an inscribed scroll presented to Mr. Blumberg at a community dinner. 

The men and women who are the mainsprings of Terre Haute civic, 
cultural, religious and educational activities insist that it was not Mr. 
Blumberg’s contributions of money that brought this honor. They tell 
of his patience, of his quiet willingness to “do his part,” of his ability 
to inspire others to engage in community work. 

Mr. Blumberg is definitely and consciously Jewish, just as other 
people in Terre Haute are Catholic, Baptist or Presbyterian. He takes 
an active part in the activities of the Jewish community. For several 
years, he has been president of the United Temple Congregation. He 
neither parades nor hides his Jewishness, anymore than his Catholic 
or Protestant neighbors parade or ‘hide their religious convictions. 

“Tf a Jew respects his religion and respects himself, he will be re- 
spected by his fellow citizens,” Mr. Blumberg thinks. 

Of the civic work which his friends tell about, Mr. Blumberg will say 
little. 

“Working for the benefit of your fellow-man isn’t a burden, or even 
a ‘duty’,” he says. “What helps my neighbors, helps me. What makes my 
neighbors happier, makes me happier. We help ourselves by helping 
others.” 

Indicative of the broad character of the man is this observation by 
Dr. Gwylym Isaac, former pastor of First Congregational Church: 

“T never think of Ben Blumberg as a Jew, anymore than I think 
of other people as Elks or Masons or Rotarians. I know he is a Jew, 
just as I know others of my friends are Elk or Rotarians, but I think 
of his human qualities, not of his spiritual convictions. Ben has truly 
won the respect of the people of Terre Haute by his genuine American- 
ism and a real love for his fellow-man. Only when we learn to appraise 
people on the basis of their human qualities will we have learned 
the true meaning of social tolerance.” 


NINETY-NINE out of a hundred Jewish leaders hold themselves in a 
state of perpetual readiness to drop everything else and start worry- 
ing about whether Jewish youth is being trained for leadership. Not 
Ben Blumberg. 
“I don’t care whether they grow up to become leaders,” declares 
the man who has devoted years of his life to work with boys, and who 
was one of the founders of the Boy Scout movement in Terre Haute. 


. “I just want to see them grow up to become good followers—followers 


of the precepts of their religion, conscious of their responsibilities to 
their fellow-man and willing to accept that responsibility.” 

There is a round-about way in which you can get an insight into 
Mr. Blumberg’s civic work—getting him to talking about his farm. 
Then you may find out, for example, how the Terre Haute Goodwill 
Industries got a new tongue-and-groove machine. On a recent bright 
Sunday morning he was puttering around among the growing things 
that are his special pride. The transplanting of some grapevine shoots

TERRE HAUTE 
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was engaging his attention, and he 
wasn’t just superiniending the jeb. 
Attired in stained trousers and 
leather jacket, a battered cap top- 
ping his mop of iron-grey hair, 
broken, tape-repaired pipe jutting 
out from under a neatly clipped 
musiache, he dug a spade into the 
sandy soil with the confident man- 
ner of one who knew just how he 
wanted his grape vines planted. 

Terre Haute people sometimes 
refer to the farm as “the Blum- 
berg estate,” but Mr. Blumberg 
doesn’t like this designation. 

The 100-year-old log cabin that 
once belonged to an Indian is just 
one of the things that attract your 
attention on the farm. Mr. Blum- 
berg moved it from several miles 
away, rebuilt it as a playhouse for 
the children. Asked to explain the 
inccngruity of a hardwood floor 
in a century-old cabin, Mr. Blum- 
berg revealed how the Goodwill 
Industries (an organization pro- 
viding work for the aged and 
handicappsd by using waste ma- 
terials) got the tongue-and-groove 
machine. 

A Terre Haute industry, Mr. 
Blumberg explained, had available 
a continuous supply of good hard- 
wood in the form of crating that 
went to waste after use. The Good- 
will Industries wanted to use this 
waste, but needed a tongue-and- 
groove machine to work it with. 
They came to Mr. Blumberg for 
advice on how to get the machine. 
A ready solution occurred to Mr. 
Blumberg. It was obvious that a 
fine log cabin stood in urgent 
crying need of a hardwood floor. 

“Ycu order the machine,” he told 
the group, “and I’ll buy enough 
lumber from you to pay for it.” 


F Mr. Blumberg is uncommuni- 

eaiive about his civic work, he 
is graciousness personified in ex- 
plaining things on the farm. He 
will show you endless varieties of 
trees of all descriptions, including 
pear trees that never produce 
pears and cherry trees that bear 
blossoms but no filling for cherry 
pies. While talking he does some 
expert snipping of dead branches 
with a little gadget from his 
pocket. 

Fences are a hobby with Mr. 
Blumberg. He has stone fences, 
rail fences, plank fences and 
“Stringer” fences of chestnut, 
and a few other kinds, too. The rail 
fences were bought from farmers 
who wanted to replace them with 
space-saving wire. Pridefully, Mr. 
Blumberg told of once finding an 
old colored man who knew how io 
split rails. 

“But I was so busy downtown 
that I didn’t get to help him split 
them,” Mr. Blumberg explained 
with an air of a small boy who 
missed the circus parade.

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the variety of trees on the place, 
but thinks there probably are a 
hundred different kinds. Friends 
send additional ones. There must 
be well over a hundred bird boxes. 
Almost every tree is equipped with 
one. Gourds of various kinds are 
grown on the farm and made into 
houses for the birds tha: are fed 
through the winter. 

A rock-lined pit, surrounded by 
an iron fence, is a “monument” to 
the wide range of interests the 
farm has generated. A few years 
ago one of the Blumberg daughters 
became interested in snakes, tur- 
tles and other creatures usually 
evoke only frightened 
squeais from girls. The pit was 
duly constructed and stocked with 
a variety of reptiles. 

Unfortunately, the pit wasn’t 
properly designed. The snakes 
promptly crawled out and scattered 
over the countryside. Around 
town they still speak of “Rachel 
the Snake Charmer.” 

Everybody and everything on 
the farm is hospitable. Visitors get 
a boisterous welcome from four 
Great Datie puppies which scamper 
around to the obvious detriment of 
some of the more fragile growing 
things. Mr. and Mrs. Great Dane 
—they’re somewhat smaller than 
a large horse—welcome you more 
quietly. 

One of the puppies has been 
promised to a minister in town, but 
the reverend gentleman, pondering 
the pounds and pounds of meat that 
is the daily ration of the full-grown 
animal, wonders if he _ shouldn’t 
regretfully the generous 
offer. 

There are horses on the farm, 
too, but not the kind that prance 
Instead they 
are used by the family and friends 
for galloping over the farm. Shet- 
land ponies that the children have 
outgrown are on the pension roll 
and lead the proverbial life of 
Riley.

farm something over fifteen 
years ago, they turned the upper 
floor of the barn into living quart- 
ers, where they stayed for five 
years until the house was built.

the dreams of those who feel the 
urge to “create” something. Even 
the typewriter is there, under the 
skylight that was installed to fur- 
ther the transient study of paint- 
ing taken up by one ot the 
daughters. 

It wouldn’t be accurate to de- 
scribe the Blumberg house as a 
“typical farm home,” but you can 
accent the “home” part and still 
have a masterpiece of understate- 
ment. 

The Blumberg home is furnished 
with antiques that are a pageant 
of history and beauty. But most 
of all, it is a place to live. A maple 
table embodying the superb crafts- 
manship of colonial days _ in 
America is the resting place of 


books—a current “best seller” 
novel, a couple of the classics, a 
popular weekly magazine. Guests 


crush out cigarettes in bits of por- 
celain that may be museum items. 

Mrs. Blumberg’s collection of old 
glass and china can no more be 
adequately described on paper than 
can a painting by Rubens, or the 
taste of a ripe peach. But the 
beauty is there for even the most 
untutored to see. And there’s his- 
tory, too. The story of Longfel- 
low’s genteel poverty is in a col- 
lection of fragile butter dishes, 
hand painted by one of the Long- 
fellow daughters and given to some 
of her friends in payment of her 
social obligations. Something of 
the majestic history of Germany 
before Hitler blighted the culture 
of a thousand years is seen in a 
dinner set that once belonged to 
Kaiser Wilhelm. 


IVE thousand tulips soon will be 

blooming on the farm, but Mrs. 
Blumberg bemoans the fact that 
cold weather killed the iris. Mrs. 
Blumberg is purposeful and ener- 
getic, the author of two children’s 
books. 

Gretchen, the 10-year-old daugh- 
ter who argues with her father 
about how high up a house for 
wrens should be placed, is the only 
one of Blumberg children now at 


home. Rachel is married, lives out 
of town. Theressa, named for her 
paternal grandmother of whom 


Terre Haute people speak rever- 
ently, is at Northwestern Uni- 
versity, preparing for a career of 
social service. Morris, the only 
son, graduates this year from Har- 
vard, a week after he marries a 
New York girl. The couple will 
live in Indiana. Hardboiled Terre 
Haute business men, living in a 
community not exactly noted for 
liberalism, tell you that Morris 
shows real promise as a socially- 
conscious poet. 

Terre Haute people make an 
honest attempt to tell you about 
Mr. Blumberg. They talk of his 
patience, of his kindliness and un- 
derstanding. They tell you that

On the conirary, we sense 
subtle dishonesty. 


Retention of language is even 
more definitely a mark of Jewish 
freedom and_ spiritual strength. 
God speaks to every people in its 
language. What is ours? Hebrew 
by tradition, by group use, by hal- 
lowed age and by acceptance. 
Without Hebrew, we are, as Jews, 
an unnatural people. Spiritually 
we are dead for we have no access 
to our own spiritual life and we 
are forever strangers to any other. 
At best we can enter another fam- 
ily only by adoption. The state of 
Jewish health in our community 
can be measured by the allegiance 
we give our ancestral language 
And it is notorious that we treat 
it as a stepchild, good enough for 
some poor relation but somehow 
not reputable enough for us. He- 
brew education is an object of 
charity; the Hebrew language an 
unwanted liability. We are slave- 
minded in this respect. We cannot 
be worthy of redemption unless we 
correct this fault. 


The essence of the evil in slan- 
der, informing, gossip, is the fact 
that it disregards the welfare, the 
good name and the best interests 
of another in the group or of the 
entire group. Group discipline and 
loyalty are lacking in the guilty 
party. And without group loyalty, 
without a healthy regard for the 
good name of the group and of all 
fellowmen within the group, we 
sink to the level of the slave mind. 
There is an irresponsibility about 
the spiritual slave. He has not 
learned group discipline. In our 
own day there are all too many 
who are thus guilty. The good 
name of the Jew never gives them 
a moment’s concern. They drag it 
into the mud by the kind of lives 
they live, the kind of business and 
social dealings they are party to, 
the kind of shady and shabby rela- 
tions they maintain. The open dis- 
regard for Jewish tradition, the 
scoffing at Jewish ways, the ridi- 
cule of Jewish values, and, worst 
of all, the indifference and the 
antagonism to the heroic Jewish 
achievements here and in Pales- 
tine—all these are a_ perpetual

It is not only what we do but what 
we fail to do that measures our 
spiritual freedom. 


| ae finally there is the matter 

of family purity. Immorality 
was one sin we were rarely ever 
guilty of as a general rule. The 
freedom and the strength of the 
Jewish group rested on the sound 
basis of a fine and healihy marital 
relationship. In this respect we 
were the envy of the peoples of the 
world. That was our highest 
mark of spiritual freedom and 
spiritual worth. We are once more 
sinking into slavery. Unfortun- 
ately when a minority group finds 
iiself within the framework of a 
majority and there is considerable 
interaction, the minority tends to 
copy the ways of the majority— 
and usually copies the vices and 
not the virtues. It happened thus 
when we were in our first Hellen- 
istic era. It is happening today. 
The Jewish family is not the bul- 
wark of piety, strength, morale 
that it once was. That is a pity— 
for we are slaves where we shouid 
be free of the degradation and 
weakness of ineffective family 
life. Gone is the power of mor- 
ality which bound men to a law— 
and made them free. 


One more word must be said. 
The whole import of the Pesach 
story is not the going out of Egypt 
as much as the going in to Pales- 
tine. There would be no point to 
the story if God merely freed the 
Jews from slavery. It is Palestine 
that alone held the possibility of 
retaining the new found physical 
freedom and perpetuating the old 
spiritual freedom. Without Pales- 
tine there would be no freedom 
and no Pesach. That truth bears 
down upon us this day. It is not 
enough to escape the Nazi hell, 
that is the first half of redemption. 
Palestine is the completion of the 
process of freedom. 


The mark of freedom is the same 
today as it was in the days of the 
Midrash. Pesach still means both 
spiritual and physical freedom. As 
Jews we suffer, for while our 
bodies are unfettered, our minds, 
spirit and soul have been bartered 
away. And we are not fit for re- 
demption. The slavery will have 
to continue till the dross shall have 
been burned out. Israel will remain 
in the chains of fears, complexes, 
distortions, manias—until we shail 
will to be free. The ways are 
there to be followed. 


And when the day of redemption 
is at hand, a new Moses will arise 
to take us once more to the 
promised land. And Israel will 
dwell securely in Zion and the 
Jews of the world will rejoice in 
the new Pesach.

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blended. Heat a small frying pan, 
grease lightly, and pour in enough 
batter'at a time to make thin pan- 
cakes. Place a spoonful of slightly 
sweetened chopped prunes in the 
center of each pancake, fold into 38- 
cornered pieces, and fry until 
brown, using plenty of butter. As 
they finish frying, place them in a 
greased baking pan, sprinkle with 
sugar, and keep hot in a moderate 
oven, 350 degrees F. 


Matzoh Chrimsel 


Soak 3 matzos in water until 
soft, and squeeze out as much 
water as possible. Stir to a cream. 
Add a pinch of salt, the grated 
peel of a lemon, 4 egg yolks, 1 
cup sugar, % cup of raisins and 
% cup of pounded almonds. Stir 
until well blended and fold in the 
stiffly beaten egg whites. Drop by 
spoonfuls into a frying pan and 
cook on both sides until a light 
brown. Use plenty of fat for fry- 
ing. Piace the chrimsel on a plat- 
ter and pour stewed prunes over 
them. 


Matzah Charlotte 


Soak matzos in water and 
squeeze dry. Add 2 beaten egg 
yolks, %4 teaspoon of salt, % cup 
of chopped nuts, % cup of chopped 
raisins, 1 grated apple and '% cup 
of sugar. Fold in the stiffly beaten 
whites of 2 eggs. Bake in a greased 
dish in a moderate oven, 350 de- 
grees F., for 30 minutes. 


Matzoh Meal Pancakes 


Beat 3 egg yolks until light and 
thick. Mix together % cup of mat- 
zoh meal, % cup of water and 4 
teaspoon of salt. Add to the egg 
yolks and beat well. Beat the egg 
whites until stiff and fold into the 
batter. Fry on a hot, greased grid- 
dle, until brown on one side, turn 
and brown the other. 


Cocoanut Pudding 


Beat 6 egg yolks, 1 cup of gran- 
ulated sugar, and the grated rind 
of a lemon until light and thick. 
Open cocoanut, mix the milk with 
the juice of 2 lemons and add. 
Grate the cocoanut meat and add. 
Beat the 6 egg whites until stiff 
and add to the batter. Bake at 350 
degrees F. for 80 minutes. Serve 
cold. 


Passover Pie Crust 


Soak 1% matzos and press dry. 
Heat 1 tablespoon of fat and add 
the matzos. Stir over the fire un- 
til dry. Remove from the fire and 
add % cup of matzoh meal, 2 egz's, 
2 tablespoons of sugar and % tea- 
spoon of salt. Mix well, and press 
into a pie tin with the hands. Have 
the dough % inch thick. Fill with 
sliced apples, and sprinkle a mix- 
iure of 1 cup of finely chopped 
walnuts and % cup of sugar over 
the top. Bake in a moderate oven 
until the apples are tender.

HE rabbi in our tradition seeks 
to unite not to divide.

For 
the sake of my brethren and my 
friends, let me now speak, Peace 
be within thee” (Ps. 122:7-9). The 
Talmud comments: “Rabbi Sifra 
following the formal prayers was 
wont to supplicate the Lord chus: 
‘May it be thy will, O Lord our 
God, that thou establish peace 
in the academy above and the acad- 
emy belcw, and among the sages 
pre-occupied with the study of thy 
Law, whether they engage therein 
for iis own sake or not.’ And even 
in behalf of those pursuing their 
studies not for its own sake, for 
them too he prayed, ‘May it be thy 
will that they come to engage 
therein for its own sake.’’

Like Rav Sifra, the American 
rabbi, too, is at his best when 
striving for “peace within thy 
walls,” harmony in the camp of 
Israel. The loftiest tribute that 
can be paid to many in the C. C. 
A. R. is that they have earned 
the confidence and trusv of “all 
their brethren” in the community.

F THE above premises be cogent, 

they offer significant deductions. 
What is true of Jewish communal 
activity is even more true of the 
rabbi’s activities in the non-Jew- 
ish community. 


The rabbi who identifies himself 
with partisanship or factionalism 
in vhe general community—though 
prompted by the best intentions— 
does his congregati.n, himself and 
the Jewish community as a whole a 
grave injustice. 

If the rabbi means to shun pet- 
tiness and partisanship in Jewish 
communivy leadership, a fortiori in 
non-Jewish community effort. This 
at all times. Especially these days. 

However, we must make it per- 
fectly clear. In Jewish communal 
activity the rabbi avoids factional- 
ism and seeks the welfare of the 
whole group, “i‘or ihe sake of the 
house of the Lord our God,” for 
the sake of the synagogue’s divine 
truths. He can do no less in non- 
Jewish endeavors. 

Judaism has ever fought ethical 
nihilism. For thirty centuries it 
has thundered that we live in a 
moral universe. Upon this faith it 
has staked its being. Millions of 
Jews have suffered and perished 
for this, our imperishable trust. As 
the voice of the spiritual ideal 
Israel has survived. With it we are 
the people of God. Without it we 
are a ghost people. 

We were mandated at birth. 
“Observe ye and do, for in this 
truth is your wisdom and under- 
standing in the eyes of the na- 
iions” (Deut. 4:6). The Midrash 
underscores this in the comment, 
“Israel is called wise when keep- 
ing iis Torah and commandments.” 
“Wisdom fortifies the wise” (Bere- 
shith Rabbah 11:7).

SRAEL has lived because of its 

moral stamina. It has dedicated 
itself to the spirit. At its best it 
was not concerned with its fiscal 
condition. It has ever fought to 
save not its skin, but its soul. It 
has never substituted hysteria for 
Hebraism, jitters for Judaism. It 
spurned the Jew who cuts off his 
nose to hide his race. 

Before our eyes, history is giv- 
ing birth to a new society. Our 
prophets foretold it millenia ago. 
Today’s headline is a footnote to 
Isaiah. The eye of faith sees the 
word become flesh: prophecy as- 
sumes reality. After centuries of 
anguish and travail, Israel—th« 
Suffering Servant of the Lord— 
stands at the cradle of liberty’s 
birth.

This movement which he found- 
ed was later to be called the Zion- 
ist Organization. Theodore Herzl, 
the founder, lived in the latter part 
of the last century, until 1904. He 
had seen how poorly his people 
were being treated and how hard 
their lot had been since the last 
of the power had been taken from 
the Judeans in their land. Slowly 
he formed the idea that in the 
homeland they would alone be able 
io create a civilization in which 
they could freely build, study, and 
worship. Even the Jews who would 
never take the opportunity to re- 
turn would be able to gain a large 
degree of safety in their lands of 
exile for there would be no gain 
for other nations to persecute then 
an as unwanted minority; for when 
Palestine became a homeland they 
would have a place to go. 


At first, as in Moses’ case, there 
were very few people who thought 
the idea would work, but before 
Icng others began to sce the wis- 
dom of his plan. Today we look 
upon the Passover observance as a 
time to celebrate an event that has 
passed, overlooking the fact that 
in our own time we, too, are striv- 
ing fcr another Herzl. He, too, 
was a great benefactor like Moses, 
for because of his dream Palestine 
is today becoming a reality in- 
stead of just a hazy dream. 


In the present times the Jews 
are going through hardships just 
as they did in Egypt in ‘he past 
and in the desert during their wan- 
derings. It is an interesting fact to 
note that approximately forty 
years have passed since the birth 
of Herzl’s idea. Perhaps after our 
present forty years of struggling 
to secure the promised land again 
as a place to which our people may 
go, we, too, may be able to solve 
our difficulties again and find peace 
and sccurity. Until then we can 
only hope that these forty years 
of wandering may be the last and 
that we may then dwell in peace in 
Zicn, to the end of time.

Swastika In Canada

MONTREAL—A Talmud Torah 
building which had become the 
headquarters of an anti-Semitic 
Fascist group when the dwindling 
Jewish population of the Papineau 
district of Montreal found it neces- 
sary to rent the structure to non- 
Jews was this week restored as a 
Jewish institution, thanks to A. 
Z A., B'nai B’rith’s youth organi- 
zation. 


Once a community of 500 Jewish 
families, who supported two syna- 
gogues and a Talmud Torah, Papi- 
neau in recent years suffered a 
sharp decline in Jewish population, 
as a result of which the Talmud 
Torah building, long empty, was 
rented out. Until the A. Z. A. boys 
.cok a hand, the building was the 
center of anti-Jewish rallies and a 
distribution point for anti-Semitic 
literature. 


A few weeks ago the A. Z. A. 
boys obtained permission to use the 
building as their headquarters. 
In a week, the anti-Semites were 
gone, together with their swastika 
banners, while the Mogen David 
and the Menorah took their place. 


In a short time, the boys suc- 
cecded in raising funds to clean up, 
refurnish and maintain the build- 
ing, which has now been rededicat- 
ed as the Beth Sholom Talmud 
Torah, where 75 youngsters are 
instruction regularly. 
Moreover, the enthusiam of the A. 
Z. A. boys has so inspired the 
Jews still resident in Papineau that 
they are cooperating with the A. 
Z. A. in creatine in the Talmud

Cunning machines can add, multi- 
ply, substract, divide and compute 
percentages much quicker than the 
best bockkeeper could in the old 
days. 

So, it seems, there is a surplus 
of bookkeepers in the world. A 
multitude of bookkeepers compete 
for the available jobs. If you are 
a Jewish bookkeeper the contest 
is harder for you; for, in many 
places, the personnel managers 
stand on the policy that the best 
bookkeepers are only those who 
belong to certain religions or stem 
from approved racial groups. Jews 
are not of these approved religious 
or racial groups.

What 
can we expect from the world if 
we look at each other with hos- 
tility and suspicion? In a dreadful 
world in which it becomes daily 
harder for Jews to live it is like 
Cain killing his brother Abel for 
a Jew to refuse a job to a Jew 
because he is a Jew. 

He says this is a matter Jews 
have been only whispering about 
among themselves. Wherever Jews 
get together it is always mentioned 
with indignant protest and gen- 
erally some one knows of a case 
in point. Isn’t it about time to 
sp<ak loudly, to throw this sin on 
the consciences of the offenders? 

Yes, it seems to me, this is 
something for those organizations 
that have to do with combatting 
anti-Semitism. Nothing much can 
be done with the non-Jewish anti- 
Semite. He is set in his ways and 
nothing can move him out of his 
well-rutted prejudices. 

Yet there may be some hope for 
a Jewish anti-Semite. Often he be- 
longs to a synagogue where he can 
be easily approached. He is at the 
rabbi’s mercy on Yom Kippur 
when he sits all day in his pew 
and must listen to the rabbi’s ser- 
mon. That would be a good time 
for the rabbi to speak to him; his 
soul is supposed to be wide open 
for God’s searching then. 

And, besides, his father and 
mother were Jewish.

Holy Land relearned the strategic 
lesson taught by King David when 
he sang: “I will lift up mine eyes 
unto the hills, whence cometh my 
help.” In that verse the psalmisi- 
warrior was being practical as well 
as poetical. The Bible relates that 
David established military posts 
on the hilltops which, controlling 
the countryside, harassed and fin- 
ally undermined the military power 
of his rival, Saul. 


The Maccabees, the Romans, the 
Saracens, the Crusaders and the 
Seljuks each in turn rediscovered 
the importance of holding the 
heights in Palestine. It took the 
Zionist settlers of the post-1918 
era 20 years, and it cost them hun- 
dreds of lives, before they assimi- 
lated the simple secret from the 
Arabs. The murder of five young 
men at Kiriat Anavim, near Jeru- 
salem, in 1937, brought it home to 
them with tragic force. Since then 
a number of colonies have been 
established on mountain peaks, and 
each has had a strikingly good 
effect in improving security in the 
surrounding region. Maaleh Hami- 
shah, on the crest above Kiriat An- 
avim; Ein Hashofet, which moved 
from a valley to a peak in the 
Hills of Ephriam, and Hanita, atop 
the mountains of the northern 
frontier, are notable examples. 


The British themselves learned 
the lesson in their turn from the 
Jews. Incredible as it may seem, 
for years the British forces in Pal- 
estine tried to cope with terrorist 
ambushes by patrolling the roads, 
while Arab snipers posted com- 
fortably behind rocks on the hill- 
sides above potted them at their 
ease and laughed up their sleeves 
at the policemen or Tommies 
swinging their machine guns sky- 
ward in wild circles trying to pick 
out their maddeningly invisible as- 
sailants. Only after they saw the 
Jews begin to erect their stockades 
on hilltops did the British wake 
up and set fortified posts on com- 
manding elevations, one of the 
most effective measures in ending 
terrorism. 


HE security question, however, 

fades into a side issue when one 
considers the futility and stupid- 
ity, from the standpoint of Pales- 
tine as a whole and the Arabs in 
particular, of forbidding the reha- 
bilitation of the Holy Land’s neg- 
lected, worn out, deforested, eroded 
hill lands by the only people who 
are ever likely to attempt it and 
are willing to pour profi:less mil- 
lions inte such a reclamation proj- 
ect. Up to now Jewish rebuilding 
efforts in Palestine have been car- 
ried on mainly in other directions, 
and pioneering projects in the hills 
are comparatively few.

them Menachem M . Ussishkin, 
president of the Jewish National 
Fund—are convinced that inten- 
sive hill settlement is not only 
practicable, but vital to the future 
of the National Home. Right or 
wrong, any serious effort to re- 
deem these districts, whose defor- 
estation and denudation over the 
course of centuries has been the 
ruination of Palestine, can only 
be beneficial. Why any government 
holding the interests of the coun- 
try at heart should place obstacles 
in the way, some more profound 
student of the subject may per- 
haps be able to explain. 


Did I hear someone mention 
Arab political opposition? Don’t 
make me laugh. If there is one 
thing that has appeared clearly 
and unmistakably since the war 
began, it is British control in Arab 
politics. Aside from King Ibn 
Saud, it would be hard to find a 
single Arab leader in the Near 
East who does not sing, dance and 
wave his arms by remote control. 
Those in Palestine, Egypt and Iraq 
all work on wires that lead to Lon- 
don, whether they are “extremists” 
who denounce perfidious Albion 
with every breath, or moderates 
who counsel support of the Arabs’ 
great friend, King George. 


UT that is another story. We 

were discussing land purchase 
restrictions, and we have not yet 
touched upon the phase of the new 
law which really pinches. That is 
the placing of Eastern Galilee and 
a portion of the southern coastai 
plain from. the boundary of Ramle 
District down to Beeriuvia in the 
category of regions where land 
may only be purchased for the pur- 
pose of consolidating or extending 
existing holdings, and then only 
with the approval of the High 
Commissioner, at his discretion. 


Thus the British Government has 
endowed itself with the authority 
to spike the present intensive Jew- 
ish development in those two re- 
gions. The power is made doubly 
dangerous to the Zionist effort by 
the retroactive provisions of the 
law, under which the High Com- 
missioner, also at his discretion, 
may nullify land transfers effected 
since May 18, 19389. Large areas 
in both regions have been trans- 
ferred to the Jewish National Fund 
since that date. The law provides 
that the High Commissioner may 
confirm the transfers at his discre- 
tion, if the Jewish buyers can 
prove that bona fide transactions 
began before May 18. This may 
mean anything, because most Jew- 
ish land purchases are long-drawn- 
out affairs in which sellers and 
buyers negotiate in leisurely Ori- 
ental fashion. The formal transfer 
of title may take place months or

Whether the British Government 
has reached the point of indiffer- 
ence to Jewish opinion, and to 
world opinion on Zionism, where it 
will attempt to deny the Jews pos- 
session of lands they have bought 
and paid for, or to evict Jewish 
settlers from the homes they have 
built on lands owned by Jews, re- 
mains to be seen. If it seems im- 
possible, it may be remembered 
that the Order in Council of last 
spring, under which Palestine’s 
basic law was amended to permit 
the present land purchase restric- 
tions, was so generous in allotting 
restrictive powers to the High 
Commissioner, that under it legis- 
lation could be enacted forbidding 
a Jew to buy an orange or a ba- 
nana from an Arab peddler, be- 
cause they are products of the 
land.

Bor nasty as the new law looks 

for Zionism, one may be per- 
mitted to wonder whether in the 
end it means so very much, except 
as a further demonstration, if any 
were needed, that the British Gov- 
ernment now in office, in contrast 
to the war governments of 1914- 
1918, regards the Zionists as sure 
supporters who can be depended 
on to accept the role of whipping 
boys to impress the uneasy Orient. 


Last summer the government 
suspended Jewish immigration to 
Palestine and the wave of refu- 
gee immigration has continued and 
will continue, with the Palestine 
Government’s coast guard speed- 
boats and beach patrols, spies and 
stool.pigeons no more able to stop 
i. than King Canute’s broom. 


One may hazard a guess that no 
law will stop the Jews from ac- 
quiring land, either. There are 
plenty of Arabs in Palestine ready 
and anxious to sell land to the 
Jews. If you own something that 
you want to sell, and I want to 
buy it and have the money, all the 
king’s horses and all the king’s 
men will have a tough time keep- 
ing us apart. Remember prohibi- 
tion?
